conventional thormal detector disclosed in the Japanese 
unexamined published utility model application Sho 59- 
35842. In the fig-ure, an electrode 3 and a fuse 4 are 
inserted into a metal tube 1 and held by a cap 8 so as not 
to touch the metal tube 1. Also, the metal tube 1 is 
filled with insulation material powder 2 and sealed by the 
cap 8. On one end of the metal tube 1, a thermal 
detection member 7 is provided. An end of the fuse 4 Is 
led out of the metal tube 1, and connected to the 
electrode 3. An end of the electrode 3 is connected to a 
power source via a lamp 5, and the metal tube 1 is 
grounded.
